We  chose  as  head  of  our  ,crew  Lois  Parkison, 
president;  EuDora  Jane  Cotton,  vice-president;  Dale  Miller,  treasurer;  and 
Wilma  Schwartz,  secretary.   We  had  a  barn  party  at  Yager's,  which  was  enjoyed 
by  all.
